Coyote Hotline 

I am receiving more and more 
complaints about coyotes damaging 
livestock or crops. In order for us to 
establish the degree of problems that 
we are having, a coyote hotline has 
been established. 

If you have had coyote problems, 
I recommend that you call this num- 
ber, particularly if the damage is still 
preserved. Based on the telephone 
conversation, a graduate student or 
technical may be sent out to look at 
your damage. The goal of this study 
is to determine the amount of dam- 
age that can actually be attributed to 
coyotes,

Do You Know That... 

*Birds, especially starlings, rob- 
ins, blackbirds, feeding in gangs in 
turf areas may indicate the presence 
of insect pests. "Critter-digging”, ar- 
eas dug into by moles, armadillos, 
raccoons, skunks, ¢tc., may indicate 
the presence of grubs or mole crick- 
CLs, 

*Insecticide treatments on turf are 
more cffective if done late in the 
day; depending on the pest, from 
mid-afternoon to early evening. 

*Pretreatment watering for grub, 
fire ant, and mole cricket may deter- 
mine the effectiveness of the control. 
These soil insects are more active 
nearcr the surface if moisture is 
present. Irrigation after treatment is 
determined by the product label. 

*New fire ant mounds are not vis- 
ible above the turf for the first few 
days or wecks. 

*The younger stages of most turf 
pests are most easily controlled. 

*Spot treatment for lawn insect 
pests is recommended rather than 
treating the whole thing. 

*WHEN you treat is as important 
as WHAT you usc to treat. 

*Fire ant workers cannot eat solid 
foods; solids are digested by the last 
immature stage larvae, and fed back 
to workers and queen. This is why 
once the queen is out of the picture, 
it takes several weeks for the colony 
to die Oul--no more queen, no more 
immatures, no more food for work- 


ers, SO they starve, 

*Grubs and mole crickets prefer 
the same areas year after year. Rein- 
festations occur in arcas where 
spring heat and moist favor egg 
hatch. In new areas, slopes with 
southern (or southeaster) exposures 
are most preferred. 


*Green June beetle grubs crawl 
on their backs with legs in the air! 
These large grubs are easy to kill but 
hard to control; because of their mo- 
bility, reinfestation can occur within 
a season. Flooding areas with water 
may cause these grubs to surface; 
they can them be removed by hand. 

*Big-eyed bugs are predators that 
are often mistaken for chinch bugs. 
Big-cyed bugs resemble chinch bugs 
in shape but have bulging eyes and 
lack the black triangle about midway 
on the outer edge of the top wings. 
Big-cyed bugs are important in con- 
trolling small caterpillars and chinch 
bugs in turf and are among our most 
important predators in crops.

Livestock Judging Wins Big At District 


Each year young people from all 
across Coffee County participate in 
the Coffee County 4-H Livestock 
Judging contest. many also partici- 
pate in the 4-H Meat Judging Con- 
test. The Meat Judging Contest is yet 
to come, but we recently had the 
District 4-H_ Livestock Judging in 
Wetumpka. There are three districts 
across the state, and the one for the 
Wiregrass includes counties as far 
north as Chambers County to as far 
south as Houston County. There are 
two divisions: Junior Division (14 
years old and younger) and Senior 
Division (those over 14 years old). 

We had 14 kids participating in 
the contest this year. They were 
Amanda Britt of Enterprise, Jenny 
Patterson of Kinston, Matthew Farris 
of Elba, Jeremie Bryan of Kinston, 
Charlie Schieffer of Enterprise, 
Shanna Ballard of Kinston, Joe Bal- 
lard of Kinston, Leigh Kelley of 
New Brockton, Matt Windham of 
New Brockton, Emily Bryan of Zion 
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Chapel, Bo Boyd of New Brockton, 
Charles Bozeman of Elba, Reggic 
Britt of Enterprise, and Beverly 
Flowers of Zion Chapel. 

Each child is eligible for individu- 
al awards and there are also team 
awards. The team can consist ol 
three to four people. If you have four 
people on a team, you are allowed to 
drop the lowest score. Coffee 
County had three junior teams, and 
they placed first, third and fourth, 

Those winning individual awards 
in the Junior Division in swine judg- 
ing were Emily Bryan as high indi- 
vidual and Matthew Farris as second 
high individual. In the Junior Divi- 
sion in beef judging Matthew Farris 
was high individual, Jenny Patterson 
was second high individual, and 
Amanda Britt was third high individ- 
ual. In the overall awards, Emily 
Bryan was high individual in the 
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Junior Division with 364 points out 
of 400, and Matthew Farris was sec- 
ond high individual with 359 points 
Out of 400, 

In the Senior Division, Charles 
Bozeman was third high individual 
in swine judging and he was third 
high individual overall, In the team 
competition, Coffee County placed 
second. They will be eligible to com- 
pete in the state contest to be held 
the third week in July at Auburn 
University, 

We are very proud of all of these 
4-H’ers and the hard work and dedi- 
cation that they exhibit each year, 
The parents were a super group to 
work with. Without them, the pro- 
gram would not be possible. They 
bring their children twice a week to 
practice, and many of them go with

For the 4-H Pumpkin Contest you 
will want to plant one of the mam- 
moth pumpkin varieties. If you are 
looking for Jack-O-Lanterns or pic 
pumpkins, the Connecticut field 
pumpkins yields the best, but almost 
any variety of pumpkin will grow 
well here. 

For the 4-H Pumpkin Contest, 4- 
H'ers will need to bring their pump- 
kin in to the Extension Office to be 
weighed whenever they get ripe, The 
deadline for this contest will be 
Thursday, October 29, at 4:00 p.m, 

1 would like to remind you that 
the Peanut Festival also has a large 
pumpkin contest. The first place 
prize for the largest pumpkin entered 


is S10 in cash, It may be worth 
your trying to grow a pumpkin for 
tliat event also.

The broadcast 
will include both the five-day aver- 
age and an individual forecast for 
cach day, It may be helpful to check 
the forecast in the evening as you 
plan for your next day's activities, 


Hunter Safety Course 

A 10-hour Hunter Safety Course 
will be taught by Gerald Hartley, a 
certified hunter safety instructor, at 
the Farm Center in New Brockton on 
August 18, 20, 25, and 27. It will be 
held from 6:30 until 9:00 p.m. each 
evening. 

There is no cost for this event. 
The minimum age is 9 years old. 
Preregister by calling the Coffee 
County Extension Service at 894- 
5596 by August 4, 

There is a new regulation that any 
youth born after August 1, 1977, will 
need to take a certified hunter safety 
course in order to purchase their 
hunting license starting August 1, 
1993, Most other states require that 
anyone purchasing a hunting license 
pass a certified hunter safety class, 
You will need to attend all 10 hours 
of this class and pass a test to be- 
come certified. 

There is also a special youth hunt 
at Blue Springs south of Andalusia, 
one week prior to the normal season 
opening. Your ticket to this hunt is 
that you have received a hunter safe- 
ty class certificate. 


Fertilizing Fish Ponds 

Need to fertilize your fish pond? 
Want to save money? Use chicken 
litter, 

You need to be very careful as the 
ammonia in chicken litter can kill 
fish. In the early spring and late fall, 
use only 100 pounds of chicken litter 
per acre. Then during the summer 
when the weather is warm, up the 
rate to 200 pounds per acre. Don't 
just dump it in one spot. You'll want 
to broadcast it as much as possible. 
You can apply this amount once a 
month or every two wecks as need- 
ed. This is the recommended rate for 
bass and bream ponds, 


Cleaning Tips For Busy People 


Busy people often think they have 
no time for housework, But keeping 
a home neat is easier than living ina 
mess, This fact is obvious when one 
considers the habits of one individu- 
al we will call Jerry who has a high- 
pressure job and an active social life. 
At 7:00 a.m, every morning, Jerry 
rises and doesn't give his bed another 
thought. He runs to the bathroom: 
showers in a mildewed stall; shaves 
and combs his hair over a sink al- 
ready covered with shavings and 
hair. Finding something clean to 
wear always takes time, but once 
dressed, Jerry rushes to the kitchen 
for a bite to eat. He inevitably chang- 
es his mind at this point when he 
sees all the dished piled in the sink. 
Dinner wasn't really all that long 
ago, and besides, cleaning a dirty 
dish so early in the morning is just to 
unpleasant, 

Jerry's vrk takes his mind off 
his messy apartment during the day, 
but when he returns at night he has 
to face the thought of washing a few 
dishes and pans before starting din- 
ner, Something always turns up 
spoiled in the refrigerator, Jerry's so- 
cial life is a joy when it keeps him 
away from the apartment, but having 
guests drop in is always agony, 
Their glasses leave impressions in 
the dust. 

With very litle effort, Jerry can 
transform his lifestyle so that he 
need never be embarrassed in front 
of guests, He might even be pleas- 
antly surprised to find that being 
clean would actually save him time. 
Jerry could make his bed in the 
morning while still in it, Upon awak- 
ening he would stretch out in the 
middle of the bed while ’straighten- 
ing the covers over him. Then bil- 
lowing them as he gets out, he would 
just have to straighten the top, 

Anyone who does not have much 
time could use this technique, and it 
is just One Of many quick ways to 
straighten up a home. The secret to 
painless cleaning is to clean up as 
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you go. In the bathroom, for exam- 
ple, wipe the shower stall dry after 
showering so soap scum will not 
build-up, Rub the walls of the tub 
belore getting out so it will be rela- 
tively clean after the bath is over, 
Better yet, use a water softner to pre- 
vent a bathtub ring from forming, 
Wipe the sink dry after cach use as 
well, 

Put all toilet articles away instead 
of Icaving them scattered on a sink 
top. Putting things away immediate- 
ly takes no more time than leaving 
them out, and getting dressed in a 
hurry is much easier in an organized 
home than in a messy one, 

Fit odd jobs around the house into 
a daily routine, If the place is getting 
dusty, give the furniture a "lick anda 
promise” with a dust cloth, A quick 
wipe is better than living amidst 
layers of dust. Always keep cleaning 
Supplies in stock and within easy

City favors planning for countywide E-911

_ The July 13th meeting of the Elba 
City Council opened on a sober mo- 
ment as Mayor Fred Moore noted 
the tragic death of cily employee 
Kenny Ware carlier in the day, The 
opening a by Councilmember 
John Sharpless also remembered 
Ware and his family, 

The Elba City Council unani- 
mously endorsed plans by Coffee 
County Emergency Management Di- 
rector Charles Webb to work toward 
4 countywide E-911 emergency tele- 
phone system, 

Webb met with the city council 
Monday evening and explained his 
efforts to date and for the future. He 
explained it was cost prohibitive for 
Elba to enter the project alone and 
even more impossible for the bal- 
ance of Coffee County residents. 


“It will take cooperation between 
the cities of the county and county 
government for this to become a re- 
ality,” Webb said. 

He hopes to have the project 
ready for the ballot by the November 
general election. 

The cost will be as little as 72¢ 
per household on a countywide sys- 
tem, Webb told the Elba council. 

He cited one problem which still 
necds a solution. There are about 
140 homes in Coffee County which 
are on telephone exchanges of out- 
of-county exchanges. The cost of 
adding these exchanges to the Cof- 
fee County system is cost prohibi- 
tive, according to Webb. 

. The Elba council opened bids on 
an additional garbage truck and a 
packer unit. As it was two weeks ago 
when the City purchased the first 
truck and packer, Cook Chevrolet

The group calling themselves 
Concerned Citizens of Coffee 
County continue to object to the per- 
mitting of a regional landfill, How- 
ever, they are willing to support a 
one-county landfill serving only Cof- 
fee County. 

Several of the commissioners 
state that by seeking a regional Sub- 
tile 'D" landfill permit it gives the 
commission One more option in deal- 
ing with the disposal of the county's 
solid waste. 

The commission also feels that by 
obtaining the permit, it provides 
them with a bargaining tool. This 
would be useful should they choose 
to negotiate a contract with a private 
contractor to haul the county's gar- 
bage elsewhere. 

Mark Pugh, an engineer with 
Carter, Darnell and Grubbs, present- 
ed an overview of what has been 
done concerning the proposed land- 
fill, 

He stated that the search for a 
Suitable site to construct a landfill 
was begun in 1989, This was done 
after the commission discovered that 
by October of 1993, all solid waste 
will have to be deposited in a Subti- 
le "D" landtill,

Moore stated that plans are to ex- 
tend utilities (clectricity, water and 
sewage) to all the areas that were an 
nexed to the city prior to his being 


continued, “Laying this aside, with 
all confidence in Mrs. Sharpless, |

elected. This is one of the projects he 
would like to see begun and com- 
pleted 

Moore stated that one of his 
goals, when he was first elected 
mayor, was 10 establish an cfficient- 
ly, organized and well run city. In 
many ways he feels that he has done 
this. 

“When I took office, there was no 
means of accurately keeping up with 
city employees’ time on the job,” 
said Moore, “Not even one depart- 
ment of the city had a time clock!” 

A central accounting system for 
all departments - spending, manag- 
ing and maintenance - has been es- 
lublished. 

Moore has been instrumental in 
gelling an Emergency Management 
Agency for Coffee County. Should 
another flood or some other disaster 
occur, the county and Elba are better 
prepared to deal with the situation’ 
He presently serves on the board that 
oversees this agency. 

He stated uiat Elba has also de- 
veloped its own plan for dealing 
wilh another food should it ever 
happen again. 

“Elba now stands at a cross- 


roads,” said Moore. “We are in bet- 
ter shape than we were in 1988 - fi- 
nancially and otherwise - and we 
have the opportunity to grow and de- 
velop to our full potential.” 

Moore sces the new school, li- 
brary, senior citizens building, res- 
cuc 2 building and ever improv- 
ing fire department as attractive 
calling cards to industry and people 
secking a better place to live. 

“T've learned an awful lot during 
the past four ycars - especially the 
last two,” said Moore, “I have the 
time, the city's business and the peo- 
ple's interest at heart and I am will- 
ing to go that extra mile” 

“T feel that this is a definite plus 
for the citizens of Elba.” 

“T estimate that Elba is about 95% 
recovered from the flood of March 
‘90. I want to be a part of secing that 
Elba and its citizens acquire and en- 
joy some of the things that they so 
much deserve. I want to be Mayor of 
Elba,” said Moore. 

“T want the people of Elba to just 
think about where we have been, 
what we have been through and 
where we are now,” stated Moore.

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from voting on the hiring of Kim 
Kelley, a cousin. 

In another potentially explosive 
matter, the board declined to take ac- 
tion Which would have given Super- 
intendent Pearce a new contract and 
a pay raise. 

The matter had surfaced at a pre- 
vious meeting and was tabled to get 
a better understanding of the tax im- 
plications of travel allowances. 

With Pearce out of the room last 
Thursday, board members consid- 
ered the uncertainty of future school 
funding, the new increase in school 
lunch charges, the final cost of mov- 
ing into the new schools and the fact 
Pearce was only halfway through a 
four year contract, No vote was tak- 
en, however the majority felt it was 
in the best interest of the school and 
the community if the contract wasn't 
altered at this time. 

Pearce reported that all but 13 of 
the classroom trailers had been com- 
mitted to other schools, Sale of some 
of the 13 are awaiting board action 
of the other school systems. He ex- 
plained that the money on most will 
not be received until the new budget 
year beginning October Ist. The 
school is getting an average of a 
72% retum on their initial invest- 


ment, Pearce said. 

A recommendation for naming of 
the street in the new school park 
Leaming Lane brought some com- 
ments of dullness and an ultimate 
postponement of action. The board 
wanted the students to give a clear 
vote on the matter. 

At the beginning of the year, stu- 
dents will be given several names to 
choose from and their wishes will be 
given strong consideration. Two 
names which will be included are 
Learning Lane and Tiger Drive. 

A letter from Governor Guy Hunt 
was read to the board, He had re- 
sponded to a request that a $300,000 
special appropriation in the educa- 
tion budget be changed from “condi- 
tional” to “absolute”. According to 
the letter, Governor Hunt agreed the 
education budget was in strong 
cnough condition this was possible 
and the money will be available as 
of October Ist. 

The board accepted a recommen- 


dation to increase the price of school, 


lunches from $1.10 to $1.25 per day 
for students who purchase weekly 


meal tickets. Students without week- -* 


ly tickets and adults will pay $1.50 a 
meal.

Tips On Paint Selection 

Do you often find yourself con- 
fused with the different types of 
paints available? There are so many 
to choose from: high-gloss, semi- 
gloss, and flat--coming in both latex 
and alkyd. Because the success of 
your painting project depend on 
proper product selection, you should 
know the differences beiween these 
types of paints and on what surface: 
to apply them. 

Top coats come in high-gloss, 
semi-gloss, and flat. High gloss is 
the most durable and also has the 
highest degree of sheen. Semi-gloss 
has less sheen than high gloss, is 
more durable than flat, and is formu- 
lated for kitchens and baths--areas 
that require frequent cleaning. Flat 
paint absorbs light and is extremely 
subtle, and while not as abrasion- 
resistant as the others, flat paint is 
recommended in areas such as living 
rooms and dining rooms. 

As for paint types, there are alkyd 
and latex, Latex, which is water- 
thinned, is popular because cleanup 
IS Casy--just rinse with soap and wa- 
ter. Latex paint is more subtle than 
alkyd paint, and is recommended on 
drywall surfaces--areas such as liv- 
ing rooms and dining rooms. 


Alkyd, solvent thinned, paint has 

been traditionally recommended in 
high-traffic” areas such as kitchens 
and baths and requires cleanup with 
paint thinner or mineral spirits. But 
now, extra durability and cleanup 
ease have been combined with the 
beauty of high-gloss latex paint. The 
benefits are high shine with the soap 
and water cleanup characteristic of 
latex paint. 

A knowledge of the basic types of 
paint, together with thorough surface 
preparation, will ensure a successful 
long-lasting paint job. 


Summer Woolens 

Did you know that wool repre- 
sents a wonderful choice for spring 
and summer fashions? Wool is a nat- 
ural fiber that not only keeps you 
warm in the winter, but also keeps 
you cool in summer. 

People often associate wool with 
warmth; however, wool can be wov- 
en into lightweight fabrics, such as 
worsted, and will pull moisture away 
from the body thereby providing 
coolness. Summer wool also resists 
the typical wrinkles you get with 
summer fabrics made of linen and 
cotton fibers, Today, wool is used in 
mens’ suits for the summer season. 


Grass Control In Peanuts

Grass Control In Peanuts 

There is still a good bit of crab- 
grass, buffalograss, and goosegrass 
in many peanut fields. Most often 
this is just on the top of terraces or in 
certain sections of your peanut 
fields. 

Poast Plus at 1 1/2 pints plus a 
good oil concentrate at 2 pints is the 
recommended control for these an- 
nual grasses. Normally, Poast Plus is 
recommended to be sprayed on 
much smaller grasses, but this year I 
am seeing goo control on_ these 
grasses at much larger stages of 
growth. A crop oil concentrate must 
be added to the spray mix for good 
grass control. 

Do not mix Poast with any other 
pesticide additive or fertilizer as this 
diminishes the activation of the 
Poast. Poast does not control broad- 
leaf weeds or nutgrass. Poast needs 
an ample amount of spray water. 
You should use a spray volume of 
20 gallons per acre. 


Volunteer Peanuts 

Just a reminder for our peanut 
growers to disk under your volunteer 
peanuts that have come up in rye, 
wheat, and oat fields or fallow 


ground. As you know, allowing 
these peanuts to grow ruins your ro- 
tation as these volunteer peanuts 
host the same nematodes, insects, 
and diseases as our regular peanut 
crop. So be sure to get this disked 
under when your schedule frees up. 


Mixing Bravo With Other 
Chemicals 

A question I am often asked is, 
"Can I mix my Bravo spray with dif- 
ferent herbicides?” 

Spraying Bravo with a herbicide 
could save an extra trip across your 
ficlds, but in some cases it just 
makes for extra problems. As a gen- 
eral rule of thumb, you should never 
add Bravo to a herbicide that re- 
quires crop oil. One of the main 
chemicals that you can add Bravo to 
is, of course, Butoxone, as long as 
you do not add an oil to this mix. 
You can also add Bravo to your 
Classic spray as long as there is no 
sulfur in the Bravo. The herbicides 
that you would not want to mix Bra- 
vo with are Starfire, Blazer, Basa- 
gran, Poast, or Poast Plus. When 
mixing your tank mix, it is best to 
first mix your herbicide and then add 
your Bravo.

Tips On Canni 


Sandra Coffey - 


Canning Tomatoes 

Tomatoes are really plentiful in 
Coffee County this year. We are get- 
ling a lot of phone calls on canning 
tomatoes. It is important that you re- 
member we no longer recommend 
the cold or raw packing methgd of 
canning tomatoes. Be sure to process 
in a waterbath canner. 

Tomatoes (hot pack). Use firm, 
red, ripe tomatoes. Wash, peel, core, 
and cut them into quarters. Heat to 
boiling and pack hot. Add 1 tea- 
spoon salt per quart. You can add 1/ 
4 teaspoon citric acid USP grade to 
each pint (1/2 teaspoon per quart) to 
lower the pH level. Add it after fill- 
ing each jar about half full. Adjust 
jar lids and bands. 

Process in a boiling waterbath - 
canner (212 degrees F.) pint jars, 35 
minutes; quart jars, 45 minutes. 

Tomato juice. Avoid delay at 
any stage of the procedure. To retain 


natural flavor and color of tomato in~ 


the canned juice, use a stainless steel 
knife. Do not use copper, brass, or 
iron utensils. 

Use only red, ripe, firm tomatoes, 
preferably of bright color. Discard 
any with green, moldy, or decayed 
portions. Wash tomatoes and remove 
cores. Cut into small pieces. Simmer 
until softened. Do not boil for this 
causes tomato juice to separate and 
also to lose vitamin C. Put hot sof- 
tened tomatoes at once through a 
fine sieve, Heat juice to simmering 
temperature. Pour into containers to 
within 1/2 inch of top, Add 1 tea- 
spoon salt to each quart, 1/2 tea 
spoon to each pint. You can add 1/4 
teaspoon citric acid USP grade to 
each pint (1/2 teaspoon per quart) to 
lower the pH level, Add it after fill- 
ing each jar about half full. Adjust 
jar lids and bands. 

Process in a boiling waterbath 
canner (212 degrees F.)--pint anc 
quart jars, 35 minutes.

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Flea. Control On Pets 


Stan Windham : 


We have had several calls into the 
Extension office concerning fleas in 
the yard and fleas in the house, but 
one of the main areas of concern this 
year has been suffering by pets relat- 
ed to fleas, particularly dogs and 
cats. This can also become a prob- 
lem not only for your pets but also 
for you, particularly if you let the pet 
into the house. Once fleas get start- 
ed, they can become a bigger and 
bigger problem because they hatch 
Out so fast. 

There are many products on the 
market that you can use to treat your 
dogs and cats for fleas. I want to talk 
about some that I feel are fairly inex- 
pensive and a fairly good way to 
help you pet have a more comforta- 
ble summer. One product is some of 
the pyrethrins sprays. These are gen- 
crally an aerosol spray. Your veteri- 
narian, grocery stores, feed and seed 
type stores all probably have some 
form of a pyrcthrin spray. You can 
also use Sevin 5% dust on your dog 
or cat. Also, Malathion makes a 5% 
dust that is equally as effective. The 
only word of caution I might add is I 
would not use Sevin or Malathion on 
dogs or cats that are less than one 
month old. 

There are three products on the 
market that you may pick up if you 
are a cat owner thinking you can use 
them on you cat, but they are labeled 
only for dogs and I want to draw 
your attention to those. One product 
is call ProSpot. It will come as a 5.6

or 13.8 percent solution. This is only 
for dogs. Another product is Lindane 
20 percent solution. This is only to 
be used on dogs. Two other products 
with the same active ingredient are 


Coopex and Expar which are prod- 
ucts for fleas that are only for dogs. 

Some other over-the-counter 
products you can buy to use on dogs 
or cats are Delnav or Deltic. Both of 
these have the same active ingredi- 
ent. Others are Rabon, Limonene, 
and Sendran 50 WP. All of these 
will work very well on dogs or cats 
for flea control. 

One other form of flea control is 
the collars or tags. These can be used 
on dogs or cats. The collars or tags 
contain dichlorvos. The only word of 
caution on the collar is to make sure 
it fits properly, not restricting the an- 
imal. You would want to watch for 
any possible skin reaction from the 
collar. I would not use a collar along 
with another insecticide because you 
could overdose the animal which 
would most likely not kill but would 
make it sick. Another note of caution 
would be to not put a collar on a sick 
animal. This would give a constant 
low level dose of insecticide.

Grass Control In Peanuts 

There is still a good bit of crab- 
grass, buffalograss, and goosegrass 
i many peanut fields, Most often 
this is just on the top of terraces or in 
certain sections of your peanut 
fields, 

Poast Plus at 1 1/2 pints plus a 
g00d oil concentrate at 2 pints is the 
recommended control for these an- 
nual grasses, Normally, Poast Plus is 
recommended to be sprayed on 
much smaller grasses, but this year | 
am seeing goo control on_ these 
grasses at much larger stages of 
growth, A crop oil concentrate must 
be added to the spray mix for good 
grass control, 

Do not mix Poast with any other 
pesticide additive or fertilizer as this 
diminishes the activation of the 
Poast. Poast does not control broad- 
leaf weeds or nutgrass. Poast needs 
an ample amount of spray water, 
You should use a spray volume of 
20 gallons per acre,

-Mixing Bravo With Other 


Chemicals 

A question I am often asked is, 
"Can I mix my Bravo spray with dif- 
ferent herbicides?" 

Spraying Bravo with a herbicide 
could save an extra trip across your 
fields, but in some cases it just 
makes for extra problems. As a gen- 
eral rule of thumb, you should never 
add Bravo to a herbicide that re- 
quires crop oil. One of the main 
chemicals that you can add Bravo to 
is, of course, Butoxone, as long as 
you do not add an oil to this mix, 
You can also add Bravo to your 
Classic spray as long as there is no 
sulfur in the Bravo. The herbicides 
that you would not want to mix Bra- 
vo with are Starfire, Blazer, Basa- 
gran, Poast, or Poast Plus. When 
mixing your tank mix, it is best to 
first mix your herbicide and then add 
your Bravo,

Tips On Canning Tomatoes 


Sandra Coffey 


Canning Tomatoes 

Tomatoes are really plentiful in 
Coffee County this year. We are get- 
ling a lot of phone calls on canning 
tomatoes, It is important that you re- 
member we no longer recommend 
the cold or raw packing methgd of 
canning tomatoes. Be sure to process 
in a waterbath canner, 

Tomatoes (hot pack). Use firm, 
red, ripe tomatoes. Wash, peel, core, 
and cut them into quarters, Heat to 
boiling and pack hot. Add 1 tea- 
spoon salt per quart. You can add 1/ 
4 teaspoon citric acid USP grade to 
each pint (1/2 teaspoon per quart) to 
lower the pH level. Add it after fill- 
ing each jar about half full. Adjust 
jar lids and bands. 


Process in a boiling waterbath - 


canner (212 degrees F,) pint jars, 35 

minutes; quart jars, 45 minutes, 
Tomato juice, Avoid delay at 

any stage of the procedure. To retain 


natural flavor and color of tomato in” 


the canned juice, use a stainless steel 
knife. Do not use copper, brass, or 
iron utensils, 

Use only red, ripe, firm tomatoes, 
preferably of bright color, Discard 
any with green, moldy, or decayed 
portions, Wash tomatoes and remove 
cores, Cut into small pieces. Simmer 
until softened. Do not boil for this 
causes tomato juice to separate and 
also to lose vitamin C, Put hot sof: 
tened tomatoes at once through a 
fine sieve. Heat juice to simmering 
temperature. Pour into containers to 
within 1/2 inch of top. Add 1 tea-

pan and cover with a damp cloth. 
This will make peeling easier, After 
several minutes, peel each pepper. 
Remove stem and seeds from pep- 
pers. Chop peppers. 

Wash tomatoes and dip in boiling 
water for 30 to 60 seconds or until 
skins split. Dip in cold water, slip off 
skins and remove cores. Coarsely 
chop tomatoes. Add chopped onions, 
peppers and remaining ingredients in 
a large saucepan. Heat to a boil and 
simmer 10 minutes, Pour into hot 
pint jars, leaving 1/2 inch head 
space. Wipe jar rims. Adjust lids and 
process.

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Flea Control On Pets 


Stan Windham “ 


We have had several calls into the 
Extension office concerning fleas in 
the yard and fleas in the house, but 
one of the main areas of concern this 
year has been suffering by pets relat- 
ed to fleas, particularly dogs and 
cats. This can also become a prob- 
lem not only for your pets but also 
for you, particularly if you let the pet 
into the house. Once fleas get start- 
ed, they can become a bigger and 
bigger problem because they hatch 
out so fast. 

There are many products on the 
market that you can use to treat your 
dogs and cats for fleas. I want to talk 
about some that I feel are fairly inex- 
pensive and a fairly good way to 
help you pet have a more comforta- 
ble summer. One product is some of 
the pyrethrins sprays. These are gen- 
crally an aerosol spray. Your veteri- 
narian, grocery stores, feed and seed 
type stores all probably have some 
form of a pyrethrin spray. You can 
also use Sevin 5% dust on your dog 
or cat. Also, Malathion makes a 5% 
dust that is equally as effective. The 
only word of caution I might add is I 
would not use Sevin or Malathion on 
dogs or cats that are less than one 
month old. 

There are three products on the 
market that you may pick up if you 
are a cat owner thinking you can use 
them on you cat, but they are labeled 
only for dogs and I want to draw 
your attention to those, One product 
is call ProSpot. It will come as a 5.6

or 13.8 percent solution, This is only 
for dogs. Another product is Lindane 
20 percent solution. This is only to 
be used on dogs. Two other products 
with the same active ingredient are 
Coopex and Expar which are prod- 
ucts for fleas that are only for dogs. 

Some other over-the-counter 
products you can buy to use on dogs 
or cats are Delnav or Deltic, Both of 
these have the same active ingredi- 
ent. Others are Rabon, Limonene, 
and Sendran 50 WP. All of these 
will work very well on dogs or cats 
for flea control. 

One other form of flea control is 
the collars or tags. These can be used 
on dogs or cats. The collars or tags 
contain dichlorvos. The only word of 
caution on the collar is to make sure 
it fits properly, not restricting the an- 
imal. You would want to watch for 
any possible skin reaction from the 
collar. 1 would not use a collar along 
with another insecticide because you 
could overdose the animal which 
would most likely not kill but would 
make it sick. Another note of caution 
would be to not put a collar on a sick 
animal. This would give a constant 
low level dose of insecticide,

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TOWN RECEIVES FUNDS FOR REHABILITATION PROGRAM 


New Brockton to get facelift soon

The Town of New Brockton will 
soon begin a housing rehabilitation 
project within the Fitzsimmons/ 
North John/North Railroad Steet 
Target Area. 

Approximately 30 low and mod- 
erate income housing units will ben- 
efit from the housing activities that 
will take place in the coming weeks. 

The program is estimated to cost 
$330,000.00 with $300,000.00 com- 
ing from the Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant funds. The re- 
maining $30,000.00 will be injected 
in local match funds by the home- 
owners. 

The project will be implemented 
on a 90/10 cost share basis with 90% 
of the associated rehabilitation costs 
to be injected by way Of grant assis- 
tance and the remaining 10% being 
injected by the owner. 

City Clerk Linda Dillow stated, 
“Priority rehabilitation needs that 
will be addressed during implemen- 
tation of this program include basic 


rehabilitation needs, such as plumb- 
ing, wiring, heating, insulation, 
painting, roofing, underpinning; and 
more extensive needs, such as, 
doors, windows, structural deficien- 
cies, exterior porches, exterior sid- 
ing, etc,” 

A rating system will be designed 
that will hopefully allow the town to 
utilize CDBG funds in a manner that 
will assure protection of the federal 
investment, 

A “neatness or care of the struc- 
ture” analysis will provide bonus 
points in the rating process in an ef- 
fort to assure that the structure will 
be cared for following rehabilitation. 

The town will make a concerted 
effort to rehabilitate units that will, 
when upon completion, be preserved 
for LMI (Low/Moderate Income) oc- 
cupancy for the next 10-15 year peri- 
od and thus will not attempt to ex- 
pend CDBG funds on units whose 
conversion to standard constitutes a 
"stop-gap" short term eradication of 
slum and blighting influences. 

The rating system will attempt to

Computer checks on shut-ins and elderly

How are you to day? Sounds sim- 


ple doesn't it? But to someone who | 


lives alone, these words can be very 
meaningful and important. 

Last week, several Elba residents 
heard about a service that's available 
to individuals who are shut-ins or 
live alone. 

Phillip Walton of Enterprise pro- 
vides a monitoring service called 
Compu-Talk ‘How Are You To- 
day?’ 

Walton said that a computer with 
a voice card will call and check in on 
the elderly or homebound as often as 
they wish for it to do so. 

“One, two or three times a day, 
our computer will call the telephone 
number you give us at the times you 
tell us to call,” said Walton, 

Walton said that he first became 
aware of the need for such a service 
while delivering papers on his rural 
paper route. 

“T personally didn't know that 
there were so many elderly people 
living alone and also others who 
were confined to walkers and wheel- 
chairs,” Walton said. 

“T didn't realize that there were so 
many needy people around who 
needed help. This is when I came up 
with this idea of a service that would 
check on people like this.” 

He played a recording for the 
group which presented a sample call 
that would be received by those indi- 
viduals who have the service.
